T HE British government is 

criticising the Welsh Government 
about their NHS effort to keep 
Wales healthy. 

This is because many Welsh people are crossing 
the border to take advantage of certain superior 
NHS treatments available in England. 

A different, but surely as important a way of 
assessing the quality of the Welsh NHS is from 
patient experience, which reflects the quality of 
care received by ordinary patients from their 
doctors, nurses and the hospital service. 

My experience as a patient of the Welsh NHS 
has been that it has been of a very high standard - 
with which I am well pleased. 

In 1974, my car was hit by a spinning 
Landrover. This dislocated my right hip. The 
dislocation was put right by a surgical team under 
general anaesthetic at St Tydfil’s NHS hospital at 
Merthyr Tydfil. This care gave me 33 years of hip 
comfort. 

Since moving to the Bridgend area 20 years ago, 
I have had a heart valve repaired at NHS Morriston 
Hospital (I had to wait three years for this). This 
was and is very successful. 

I have had two hernias repaired in NHS 
hospitals. Last year, the nurse giving the ‘flu jab’ 
felt my pulse, picked up heart beat fibrillation, 
which had to be treated. 

I had excellent attention two months ago, when 
our big strong pup pulled me sideways suddenly on 
Ogmore coastal path, so that I fell into a ditch with 
a big stone in the bottom. I lost consciousness. 

My wife came with me in the ambulance to 
Princess of Wales Hospital, Bridgend. There, I was 
taken straight to A & E into a bed and a bed bay. 
Many doctors and nurses came and cared for me. 

Later, I developed pain in the appendix area and 
went to Riverdale Practice about this. A doctor 
there referred me to PoW Hospital, Bridgend, 
where they were able to prove that I did not have 
appendicitis. Dr Osborne of Riverdale Practice then 
arranged that I have an echo-sounding examination 
of my tummy contents at PoW Hospital and also a 
CAT scan of my body cavity and intestines.

This was all done under the NHS. 

Last year, I had a black discolouration growing 
on my face. The lady doctor who saw me, took a 
photo and referred me to PoW Hospital, where I 
was soon seen by Dr P Hunasehally, the skin 
consultant. He explained that I probably had a 
malignant melanoma which he thought would be 
able to remove completely, only leaving a slightly 
deeper groove between my nose and cheek. 

He saw me a few days later, removed the black 
part and a little skin round and under it, and made 
a date for the operation about a week later. By 
getting me to rub Vaseline on the stitched wound 
he managed to leave me with no scar. 

He was soon able to give me the good news that 
the microscopic examination of the part he had 
removed showed that there was no cancer growing 
down to invade, so he would not have to do a 
second operation. 

He saw me again recently to check all was 
well - it was fine. This was all done under the 
NHS too. 

I am now 84 and generally feel in pretty good 
health - in no small part as a result of the care 
given me by the doctors, nurses and hospitals of 
the Welsh NHS.

F urther to 

the telephone 
service 

problems reported 
in The GEM dated 
October 23,1 can 
provide further 
criticism of the 
service providers. 

In the Wick area, we 
have suffered numerous 
problems over the 
months and years, from 
the whole of Wick 
telephone exchange 
being out of action for 
36 hours to individual 
disconnections, some for 
as long as a month. 

To add to these 
problems, on Thursday, 
October 9, there was a 
lightning storm in the 
area (by no means a 
severe one) and as a 
consequence my 
cordless phone was 
permanently damaged by 
an overload via the 
telephone line. 

It took quite a while 
for my service provider 
to admit this, but when 
they did they quickly 
rejected all 

responsibility, claiming 
that it was ‘An Act of 
God’(!). 

They further alleged 
that power supply 


companies would do the 
same, but of course the 
electricity distribution 
industry has equipment 
and systems to minimise 
damage to the network, 
and consequential 
damage in the 
consumer’s home. 

I have asked my 
telephone service 
provider to explain what 
precautions they take in 
this circumstance, but I 
have yet to receive a 
reply. 

It appears that damage 
to customer equipment 
was common following 
this lightning storm 
because, during a 
discussion at a local 
gathering of six families, 
three have had their 
broadband routers 
wrecked and I also hear 
of a telephone becoming 
so hot that it almost 
melted. 

The fact is that the BT 
has a monopoly of the 
telephone network in 
this area; it seems that 
this is another example 
of whenever private 
monopolies exist, they 
can be abused to the 
detriment of the 
consumer.

THE South Wales 
based charity 
Hedgehog Helpline 
has appealed to 
people to help 
prevent the death of 
thousands of 

hedgehogs this 
bonfire night, by 
checking their 
bonfires before 
lighting them. 

Sonia Davies, of 
Hedgehog Helpline said: 
“The problem is that an 
unlit bonfire is a five-star 
hotel to a hedgehog and 
many will take up 
residence, particularly at 
this time of year when 
hedgehogs are thinking 
about hibernating. As a 
result many, many 


hedgehogs are burnt 
alive.” 

“Ideally, a bonfire 
shouldn’t be built until 
the day it is lit, but if it is 
built in advance please 
check that a hedgehog 
isn’t inside before 
lighting it.” 

Hedgehogs, despite 
being voted Britain’s 
favourite wild mammal, 
are in serious decline. 

Hedgehog Helpline 
chairman Keith Jones 
said: “We have lost 40 
per cent of our 
hedgehogs over the last 
10 years, leaving them in 
serious trouble. 

“So, looking out for 
hedgehogs on bonfire 
night has a big impact on 
their longer-term 

survival.”

One woman’s war 
in the filter room 


THIS month’s meeting of the 
Pontfaen Probus Club featured 
a fascinating talk by Eileen 
Younghusband entitled 

‘Women at War’. 

Mrs Younghusband, the celebrated 
author of memoirs titled One Woman’s 
War, was a young WAAF officer in 
World War Two engaged in the highly 
secret organisation which took 
advantage of Britain’s RADAR 
technology to combat the constant 
onslaught by the German Luftwaffe. 

Her role was in the secretive filter 
room, part of Fighter Command. 

Here ‘plotters’, many of whom were 
young women like herself, assembled 
information from Britain’s network of 
RADAR stations, then, under great 
pressure and urgency, calculated the 
positions of incoming enemy aircraft 
so that the RAF and onshore anti¬ 
aircraft batteries could intercept them. 

Her description of the filter room, 
illustrated by a war-time film of a 


typical operations night, highlighted 
just how instrumental were their 
analyses in winning the battle in the 
air. 

Other aspects of her role included 
the locating of ‘downed’ RAF aircraft 
so the air sea rescue teams could 
recover the beleaguered crews, and, in 
later days of the war, detecting the 
track of VI and V2 rockets. 

Members enjoyed this insight into 
an unsung element of Churchill’s war 
machine which for more than 30 years 
after the war remained classified under 
the Official Secrets Act. 

Next month’s talk is ‘My Good 
Year’ by Mike Wilcock.

charge of fraud and was sentenced to eight months’ 
imprisonment, suspended for two years and ordered 
to carry out 200 hours unpaid work and to pay costs 
of £2,000. 

Recorder Elwen Evans QC said: “This was a very 
serious offence, a breach of trust in relation to a 
vulnerable lady. You took steps to cover up what you 
did. 

“The offence showed planning and forethought 
over six months, a deliberate course of action.” 

She said others had been blamed, and the bank 
had denied all responsibility. 

“You even implicated a co-worker. When the 
police became involved, you denied the offence and 
said the money had actually been paid to the victim.” 

She described her as a dishonest woman. 

Prosecutor Heath Edwards said that Janet 
Thomas, a sister-in-law of the defendant, took out a 
£5,340 ISA with Lloyds Bank, for whom Peterson 
worked. 

Peterson had worked for the bank for 40 years and 
helped her with the negotiation. 

The prosecution said that on four occasions, 
Peterson made four withdrawals, unlawfully 
obtaining £4,360. 

Mrs Thomas discovered the loss and there was a 
“stand off’ with the manager, who denied any 
responsibility. It was revealed that Peterson had 
forged withdrawal slips and taken them to be cashed 
by others. She claimed that she was making 
withdrawals for relatives. 

An internal investigation followed. At one point, 
Peterson told the police that Mrs Thomas had lied 
and the cashier involved was also lying. 

“She was casting aspersions everywhere,” said 
Mr Edwards. 

The bank will take the money owed from 
Peterson’s pension fund. 

She was said to be a woman of good character 
who had earned £16,000 a year. 

“She has significant assets,” said Mr Edwards. 

The Recorder commented: “The harm she caused 
in this case was greater than the sums involved.” 

Her barrister, Byron Broadstock, said: “This is a 
desperately sad case for her and her family. The 
bank has been her only occupation and at the time, 
the family had significant debts. 

“Her current account was overdrawn by £9,000 
and there had been a loan of £12,000. Her husband 
was awaiting a kidney transplant, and she believed 
she had some form of breakdown after so many 
years of good service. Her family has been crushed. 
Her children were distraught. 

“In the past, she was involved with charities but 
now her reputation within a small community is in 
tatters. There has already been considerable 
punishment.”

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WELSH SOLDIER TO BE REMEMBERED 
ON SLOPES OF THE PENTLAND HILLS 


THERE are three 
names on the 1914- 
1918 War 
Memorial in the 
churchyard of St 
Bride’s-super-Ely: 
Robert Thomas 
Hopkin, aged 23; 
William Thomas 
Radcliffe, aged 24; 
Arthur Charles 
Crockford, aged 
21 . 

The young men 
probably all knew each 
other, played football or 
rugby together, dreamed 
dreams together. 

When reading their 
inscriptions, however, 
one is immediately 
struck by the fact that 
one of them, William 
Thomas Radcliffe, died 
while serving in a 
regiment with origins 
far from home, the 
Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders. When he 
“went over the top”, he 
was wearing the kilt. 

My father, Captain 
WE Gladstone-Millar, 
MC, also served in the 
Argylls, but like most 
survivors, he hardly ever 
spoke about the First 
World War. 

After the Second 
World War, in which he 
also served, memories 
seemed to be unlocked, 
and he did tell us young 
ones a little about it. 
Strangely, he only ever 
mentioned one name, 
and that was “Rats”. 

Why “Rats”? This 
young officer won his 
nickname because he 
was particularly good at 
dispatching the rats in 
the trenches with a 
handy shovel. 

“Rats” was, in fact, 
William Thomas 
Radcliffe and in those 
horrific times, a strong 
bond had apparently 
grown between my 
father and him. My 
father’s nickname was 
Glad - short for 
Gladstone - and so this 
narrative becomes the 
story of Rats and Glad. 

Glad, who was five 
years older than Rats,

was a newly-qualified 
Minister in the Church 
of Scotland. However, 
he volunteered to enlist 
in the Argylls as a 
combatant, and was 
seriously wounded at 
the Battle of the 
Somme. Shot through 
both legs, he took a year 
to recover, but he then 
volunteered to go back, 
and in April 1918 was 
fighting in the Battle of 
Locon. 

I have not been able 
to establish when he and 
Rats found themselves 
serving together in the 
7th Battalion of the 
Argylls, but I have a 
Box Brownie 
photograph of a group 
of six young officers in 
A Company (right), 
including Glad and Rats, 
and this was taken in 
April 1918 at St Helaire 
Cottes in France. 

This may have been 
the last photograph of 
Rats, for he was killed 
in the Second Battle of 
the Marne barely three 
months later, on 20th 
July, 1918. In the 
mayhem of battle, he 
was buried in a hastily 
dug grave in the Bois de 
Courton, and Glad said 
the burial service over 
his young friend. 

I once asked my 
father if the Jocks knew 
he was a Minister, and 
he said: “No, I don’t 
think so. I was out there 
with them with a gun all 
the time. But the Mess 
did.” He paused and 
looked at me. “I did an 
awful lot of burying.” 

There are a few 
glimpses of Rats’ last 
hours. The 7th Argylls 
on July 20 mustered 
near Nanteuil to attack 
the Germans who were 
holding a line in front of 
Sarcy. The British were 
fighting alongside the 
French, and the Argylls 
had French guides. 

A signal, which Glad 
stuffed in his sporran 


before moving off and 
which I now have, gave 
the Argylls their battle 
orders. 

They were to take 
every opportunity of 
making ground to the 
north west, consequent 
on any success of the 
French. Lewis guns had 
to be prepared to 
support the French right 
flank during the attack. 

As they followed 
orders, they were under 
heavy, unrelenting 
machine-gun fire. In this 
action, Rats lost his life, 
and Glad won the 
Military Cross at Bligny. 

In the late 1950s, my 
parents went on a 
pilgrimage to France. 
Glad had learned that 
Rats had been re-buried 
in the beautiful 
Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission 
cemetery at Marfaux, 
and he wanted to visit 
the grave. But that 
wasn’t quite enough, for 
they returned another 
year to try to find where 
Glad had originally 
buried Rats in the battle. 

In his hand-drawn 
map of this battlefield 
area he simply writes: 
“This is where I would 
like to go”, meaning 
“this is where I think I 
buried Rats.” 

After two hours of 
searching he was 
reasonably sure that he 
had located the site, but 
he did not record his 
thoughts. 

However, at Marfaux 
cemetery, where he 
stood by Rats’ grave and 
touched the red rose 
growing on it, he wrote 
in his journal: “Now 
there is no sorrow 
here - only pride. There 
is the scent of the roses 
and of newmown hay. 
The sun shines in a clear 
sky. There is silence for 
a moment. There is no 
bird song. 

“Only there is beauty 
and there is memory. 
They are all at rest.” 

I have often 
wondered why this 
pilgrimage was so 
important to Glad. Did

Rats save his life 
perhaps? In the official 
history of the 7th 
Battalion of the Argylls 
in the Great War, the 
caption under Rats’ 
photograph says he was 
“Mentioned in 
Dispatches” - clearly 
for an act of bravery; or 
was it simply a question 
of two comrades in arms 
and: 

“A bullet came flying 
towards us, 

Is it meant for me 
or you? 

It tore him away. 

He now lies at my 
feet, 

As if he was a part of 
me. 

His hand reaches 
out to me. 

Meanwhile, I am 
reloading. 

I cannot shake your 
hand, 

You must remain in 
eternal life, 

My fine comrade.” 

Translated extract 
from “Der Gute 
Kamerad” by Ludwig 
Uhland. 

The Woodland Trust, 
as a tribute to the fallen 
of the First World War, 
is planting four forests 
of Centenary Woods, 
one in England, one in 
Northern Ireland, one in 
Scotland and one in 
Wales. 

The Scottish one is to 
be a mile or so from 
where I live, on the 
lower slopes of the 
Pentland Hills outside 
Edinburgh, and that is 
where the Argylls will 


be remembered. On 
behalf of my father, I 
would like to dedicate a 
tree in this forest to Rats 
- though I would give 
him his proper name. 
Before doing so, 
however, it would be 
appropriate and 
courteous to contact any 
family members of Rats 
to see if they are happy 
with this. 

Rats’ posthumous 
Victory Medal was sent 


to his next-of-kin, his 
father, Mr Samuel 
Radcliffe, at Palla Farm, 
Peter stone- super-Ely. 

That is the last 
address I have of him. If 
any readers are family 
members, or know 
where any might be, I 
should be very grateful 
if they would get in 
touch with the GEM, 
which has my contact 
details.

NHS is major talking point 


W ITHOUT 
doubt, 

major issue raised 
with me on the 
doorstep, in the 
street, by email 
and post is the 
National Health 
Service here in 
Wales. 

Therefore, I wasn’t 
shocked that a national 
newspaper chose to run 
a major campaign on 
the Welsh 

Government’s health 
record. 

What was shocking, 
however, was the 
reaction by some 
politicians who 
suggested that it was 
some sort of attack on 
Wales. 

I want to be clear 
that it is politicians and 
NHS bureaucrats that 
are being criticised, not 
the committed doctors, 
nurses and support 
staff. 

Those who seek to 
divert attention from 
the longer waiting lists, 
higher mortality rates, 
ambulance delays and 
lack of access to cancer 
-beating drugs are 
missing the point. 

It feels as though 
almost everyone knows 
someone who is 
affected by poor 
medical outcomes. 

^ - 


The reality is that 
most people are getting 
very good care from 
committed clinicians - 
yet this doesn’t mean 
that we should ignore 
those who are not. 

Across the Vale, I 
am being stopped by 
people who are simply 
outraged by the cases 
being highlighted. I am 
too - because we all 
know that it could 
easily be one of us, a 
family member or 
friend. 

Only last week, this 
newspaper highlighted 
the case of Miss 
Richards from Ogmore 
by Sea, whose family 
has spent over £25,000 
funding a cancer drug 
that would be provided 
free of charge in 
England. 

The Welsh 

Government has made 
choices since 1999. 
Now is the time for 
those choices to be 
justified. It can’t be 
right that we are seven 
times less likely to 
have access to the 
latest cancer-beating 
drugs than patients in 
England. 

The policy of 
denying lifesaving 
drugs to patients in 
their most vulnerable 
state leaves me cold. 
The anguish families 
must go through when 
the cost of a drug can 



eat up the life savings 
is almost 

unimaginable. The 
majority can’t afford to 
finance drugs privately. 

Even the most 
ardent defender of the 
NHS in Wales would 
surely admit that it 
wasn’t supposed to be 
like this. 

One of the reasons 
behind the campaign 
by the national 
newspaper was to 
highlight the Welsh 
Government’s refusal 
to allow the respected, 
independent OECD to 
look at healthcare 
across the different 
nations of the UK. 

What are they 
frightened of? 

The revelations of 
the past two weeks has 
given those who have 
suffered in silence the 
confidence to speak 
out. I have received a 
significant increase in 
calls from people who 


are waiting longer than 
they should, or who are 
not receiving the drugs 
they need. 

If you are one and 
feel I can help, please 
let me know. We want 
genuine scrutiny, 
accountability and help 
given to those who 
need it. 

The response I have 
had in the past couple 
of weeks has been 
incredible. It is my job 
as your local MP to 
reflect those views and 
to act on them. 

Politicians should 
stop deflecting 
criticism by claiming it 
is a war on Wales. 

Such logic would mean 
that any criticism of 
NHS England is a war 
on England, which is 
clearly not the case. 

The Welsh 

Government should do 
the right thing for the 
sake of local patients 
and those across Wales. 
Open up to scrutiny, 
welcome the OECD 
inspection, look at the 
problems we face and 
adopt a new strategy 
that reflects the will of 
the people that use the 
service. 

They should also 
apologise for being the 
only nation in the UK 
who cut health 
spending.

Family will celebrate 
Nathaniel’s third birthday 
with a charity walk! 


A PENARTH 
family will brave 
the elements to raise 
money for the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital as a ‘thank 
you’ for the 
fantastic care given 
to their youngest 
member. 

Nathaniel Goodhew 
was born more than two 
months prematurely and 
spent the first five weeks 
of his life in the 
hospital’s special care 
baby unit. 

Now his mum Esther, 
dad Robert, big brother 
Tom and big sister 
Angharad are raising 
money for the unit. 

A hospital spokesman 
said: “It’s not just 
because of the 
tremendous care 

Nathaniel had, but for the 
way the entire family 
was looked after.” 

Over two days next 
month, they will walk 
from their home in 
Penarth to the Princess of 
Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend, with Nathaniel 
joining them for the final 
stage. 

Mum Esther explained 
that as the family lived 
near Cowbridge in 2011, 
she was offered the 
choice of having her 
baby either in Princess of 
Wales or the University 



Hospital of Wales. 

Because other family 
members had received 
excellent care at Princess 
of Wales, that was the 
hospital she chose - only 
to spend far more time 
there than she could ever 
have anticipated. 

Esther said: 

“Nathaniel was bom nine 
weeks prematurely. My 
waters just broke 
suddenly at 30 weeks and 
I had an emergency 
Caesarean at 31 weeks. 

“There were some 
complications. Nathaniel 
was very unwell and we 
owe his life to the 
medical staff who cared 
for him during those 
difficult weeks. 

“He was in the SCBU 
for just under six weeks. 
He came home for three 
days but he became 
unwell, so he spent 10 
days on the children’s 


ward before he could 
come home again.” 

Esther said: “The way 
they looked after us as a 
family was also fantastic. 
It had a huge impact on 
his older brother and 
sister, Tom and 
Angharad, who were 
aged 11 and 10 when he 
was bom. 

“We will always be 
grateful for the way they 
were made to feel 
welcome on the ward, 
always included and 
always considered at 
every stage of Nat’s stay. 

“The staff’s dedication 
meant the children were 
even able to have some 
very special memories of 
their first Christmas with 
their little brother. It 
made a world of 
difference.” 

To help the unit 
continue to provide that 
same high quality care, 


Esther, Robert, Tom and 
Angharad will walk from 
Penarth to the hospital on 
Saturday and Sunday, 
November 8-9. 

They will follow the 
Wales Coast Path for 
most of the 40-mile 
route, in shifts with one 
adult and one child on 
each shift. 

Nathaniel, who will be 
three on November 28 
and starts nursery at 
Penarth’s Albert Primary 
School in January, will 
join them for the final 
mile to the hospital. 

Esther said: “He’s 
absolutely gorgeous and 
a very happy, healthy 
little boy - we’ve been 
incredibly lucky.”

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Pitt and company 
show filth and Fury 
of wartime action....

RAD PITT 
must have a 
taste for 
‘men-on-a-mission’ 
war films. Having 
taken down Hitler 
in Inglourious 
Basterds, this time 
Pitt finds himself 
teaming up with 
Logan Lerman, Jon 
Bernthal, Michael 
Pena and Shia 
LaBeouf in Fury. 

The group play the 
crew of a Sherman tank, 
led by Pitt’s 
wonderfully-monikered 
Wardaddy, on a deadly 
mission behind enemy 
lines to hold their line 
and repel the enemy. 

When their tank is 
damaged, the five of 
them must unite together 
to face their German 
foes, with their survival, 
and possibly the 
outcome of the Second 
World War, depending 
on their success... 

The premise of Fury, 
and indeed the 
writer/director in charge 
of it, screams out as a 
genre film intent on 
delivering spectacle 
more than substance. But 
the mumblings over the 
quality of the film, with 
some pegging it this 
early on as a dark horse 
contender come awards 
time, hinted that there 
was a greater balance of 
the two elements than 
you would have 
expected - and so it 
proves. 


Fury is a powerful 
and visceral film that 
leaves a lasting impact 
on you come the end 
credits. 

The man in both the 
writer’s and director’s 
chair, David Ayer, has 
made his name 
delivering no-nonsense, 
testosterone-fuelled 
affairs, penning the likes 
of Training Day and the 
similar, yet hugely 
underrated, Dark Blue, 
while having taken 
double duty on the likes 
of Harsh Times and End 
of Watch; in short, Ayer 
is a filmmaker whose 
films concern 
themselves with men 
being men, guns and 
lashings of violence and 
crime. 

That isn’t to say that 
Ayer has suddenly toned 
down his skill set for 
this film - we’re left in 
the company of a group 
of highly-charged men, 
facing a daily battle to 
stay alive, where 
violence and outbursts of 
anger and frustration are 
the norm - but what 
gives the film more 
weight and impact is the 
setting, the battlefields 
of World War Two 
resonating far more than 
Ayer’s usual stomping 
ground of the streets of 
Los Angeles. 

We see the world 
through the eyes of 
Logan Lerman’s 
newcomer Norman, and 
Ayer amps up the 
conflict among the group 
with Norman’s arrival,

this young man an 
unwelcome addition to a 
collective already battle- 
hardened and almost 
numb to the severity of 
war. 

It’s a technique used 
in many films, but it 
suits Ayer’s narrative 
needs perfectly, and as 
we learn more about the 
group, as they find 
themselves facing down 
possible death, we are 
taken in and feel for 
what, on the surface, 
appear to be a pretty 
unsympathetic bunch. 

Visually, Ayer nails 
the grime and dirt of 
war, while the action 
beats are delivered with 
incredible ferocity and 
style, unflinching in their 
realism but shot through 
with a superb eye for 
imagery. 

Meanwhile the quieter 
moments - a wave of 
airplanes shooting 
through the skies above 
the heads of the crew, or 
Wardaddy and Norman 
seeking solace in the 
‘normality’ of the lives 
of two young German 
girls, offer more than 
just blood and thunder. 

Brad Pitt may be the 
headline act, but this is 
an ensemble piece, with 
Pitt’s Wardaddy front but 
not necessarily centre. 
Pitt is ageing into a 
superb actor, the much- 
vaunted looks giving 
way to performances of 


real depth, and he offers 
a similarly nuanced turn 
here. 

The bravado and 
sense of duty the 
character has on the 
surface give way to 
doubts and fears that are 
only ever glimpsed at, 
but you know all too 
well are there. 

While the rest of the 
tank’s inhabitants (Shia 
LaBeouf, Michael Pena 
and Jon Bernthal) are 
lesser characters, they 
still resonate as Ayer 
grants them all a 
moment in the sun, the 
performances more than 
cutting the mustard, but 
Logan Lerman is the 
stand-out here. 

His fear and lack of 
desire for the horrors of 
war are all too palpable 
as he grows in front of 
our eyes, necessity rather 
than choice informing 
his behaviour in what is 
easily Lerman’s best 
performance yet. 

While you can’t say 
Fury breaks down new 
boundaries of 
storytelling, following a 
predictable path, and the 
sense of triumphalism 
may grate slightly, its 
incredible power really 
resonates, allowing you 
to look past its lack of 
originality, making for a 
tremendous offering. 

VERDICT - Living 
up to the hype, Fury 
could indeed be a dark 
horse contender once the 
awards season 
commences. David Ayer 
shows a hitherto unseen 
depth to both his writing 
and direction, and 
marshals a superb cast 
into delivering excellent 
performances, in what is 
an incredibly powerful 
piece of filmmaking. 
Must see.

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Get ready for Rotary’s

“The event attracts 
some 15,000 people and 
is truly a spectacular 
display, attracting not 
just Barry people but 
those from the south 
Wales valleys, Cardiff

Carl explained that 
the whole display is free. 

“The event also has

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Commemorating the centenary of the First World War 

WE WILL REMEMBER THEM 


A S this year’s significant Remembrance Sunday approaches - significant because it marks the centenary of the outbreak of World War One - the experiences of a 
typical Vale town such as Cowbridge offer a chance to put a human face on the unimaginable fatality statistics that are a tragic feature of the ‘Great War’. 

David Howell of the Cowbridge branch of the Royal British Legion set himself the task of fleshing out the lives - sometimes very short lives - of the men who died in the 
conflict and who are recorded on the town’s Cenotaph. He was able to draw on an existing volume, The Great War: Memorials in Cowbridge and Llanblethian by Jose 
Rawlins , and that information was supplemented by his own research. 

The story of ordinary men, who were transported around the world as the battles raged, and who came to meet their end in foreign fields, was replicated around south 
Wales, and provides a deeply sobering backdrop to the coming Remembrance ceremonies.

A S we walk or drive along 

Cowbridge High Street, many of 
us pass the War Memorial outside 
the town hall quite frequently. 

On a dull wet day we might notice the red of the 
poppy wreaths from Remembrance Sunday for a 
moment or two - before something else grabs our 
attention. 

Occasionally we might give a passing glance to 
the list of names from WW1 on the memorial, but 
that’s what they are to most of us, just names. 

There is a similar memorial in Llanblethian 
Parish Church, containing a further 16 names, 
commemorating the men of Llanblethian who lost 
their lives, plus a Roll of Honour at Holy Cross 
Church. 

But do any of us actually know anything at all 
about these men who lost their lives in the Great 
War? Generally, little or nothing. 

Yet, these men lived in the Cowbridge and 
Llanblethian area. They walked down the same 
streets, lived in the same houses some of us inhabit, 
used the same shops - though the goods have 
changed markedly since, and perhaps enjoyed a 
beer with their friends, after a hard day’s work, in 
the same pubs that we now use. 

They were mostly very young men, so we can 
assume many had sweethearts they courted, 
picnicked with on the banks of the Thaw in 
summertime, held hands with, and perhaps stole a 
kiss when no-one was looking. 

Maybe they talked of getting married and 
spending their lives together. 

These men who joined the military left 
Cowbridge and Llanblethian, their homes, their 
loved ones and signed up to fight for their country 
100 years ago. 

They all lost their lives in war, many at a very 
young age, and deserve recognition for their 
sacrifice, so let us take this opportunity get to know 
each one of them a little better. 

William Archer 

Willie, as he was known, was born in Cowbridge 
in late 1894. In 1901, aged only 6, he was living in 
Eastgate in a house to the east of The Shield with 
his widowed grandmother, Maria Archer, his uncle 
John, and aunts Alice and Mary. Was Willie an 
orphan? His grandmother died in 1905 when he 
was only 10. 

In 1911, when Willie was still only 16, he was 
lodging at 7, The Limes, with his Uncle William 
Davies and his wife Alice, and their baby daughter 
Gwendoline, plus Alice’s two daughters Dorothy 
and Annie John. 

When he enlisted at Tonypandy he was living in 
Williamstown, Rhondda - possibly working in the 
coalfield. 

In 1914 Willie would have been too young for 
active service, but was probably at war, as he 
entered France in December 1915, seeing action at 
the Somme, High Wood and Flanders. 

Willie was killed in action on August 27, 1918, 
aged only 23. His name is inscribed on the Vis-en- 
Artois Memorial, south-east of Arras, which also 
commemorates the lives of 9,000 other men who 
fell between August and November 1918. 

David Robert Bond 

Robert was born in Cowbridge in late 1898. He 
was the second son of John and Margaret Bond 
who, in the 1911 census, with a family of eight 
children (four sons and four daughters), lived at 
Rock House (then called Rose Cottage) at the foot 
of Bond’s Hill on the Llantwit Major road. Father 
John Bond was a general labourer. 

Robert enlisted at Bridgend and at the time of his 
death, on September 28, 1918, he was serving with 
D Battery of the 15th Brigade of the RFA. 

Robert had only recently returned to the Front 
after compassionate home leave to attend his 
mother’s funeral. His grave is in the British 
Extension of the Metz-en-Coutre communal 
cemetery to the south west of Cambrai. Robert was 
around 20 when he died. 

Noah Brakewell (correctly spelt 
Breakwell). 

Noah was born in Shropshire in 1874. He was 
living in Shropshire at the time of both the 1881 
and 1891 census returns and in 1891 was employed 
as a stone breaker. He cannot be found in the 1901 
census. 

In August 1907, he married Sarah Jennet James 
of Llanblethian at Headley near Southampton. She 
was born in Llanblethian in 1874 and was the 


daughter of William James of Llandow and his wife 
Mary from Coity. 

Noah and Jennet were living in Blackwood, 
Monmouthshire with their 11-month-old daughter 
Violet May at the time of the 1911 census, when 
Noah was a labourer in building construction. 
Noah’s link with Llanblethian seems to be via his 
wife’s family. 

He was listed in the Roll of Honour printed in 
the Glamorgan Gazette on October 23, 1914, as T 
Brakewell and was probably called to the Welch 
Regiment as a reservist and was sent to serve in 
France in November 1914. 

On October 12, 1915, accurate shelling, by two 
howitzers, for more than four hours, completely 
demolished 75 yards of the Welch trench in which 
14 soldiers were killed, including Noah Breakwell 
aged 40. 

Noah and 11 companions were buried in the 
Crucifix cemetery in Loos but have no known 
graves. They are commemorated on the cemetery 
memorial at Dud Corner. 

William Henry Burley 

William was born in Cowbridge around the 
middle of 1896, and was the third son of George 
and Elizabeth Burley. The family lived at 44, 
Westgate in 1911. At the time George, the father, 
was a general labourer and young William, aged 14 
was working as a grocer’s errand boy. 

In 1918, mother Elizabeth, by now a widow as 
George died in 1912, was living at 46, Westgate. 

William enlisted at Cardiff, joining 15th 
(Carmarthenshire) Service battalion which, with 
13th (2nd Rhondda) and 14th Welch, comprised the 
114th Brigade 38th Division. 

He was killed in action on August 29, 1918, aged 
only 22 or 23. His grave is in the Caterpillar Valley 
Cemetery, Longue val. 

The Glamorgan Gazette of September 13, 1918, 
reports that William was laid to rest by another 
Cowbridge boy Pte W Bishop. The report was on 
the same page as the report of the death of Tommy 
Torney. 

Cecil Richard Trevor Chard 

Cecil was born in Burry Port (Pembrey), 
Carmarthenshire in the middle of 1885. He was the 
eldest son of assistant schoolmaster Harry Chard 
and his wife Kate who, in 1901, lived with their 
five children in East Village, Cowbridge. 

At the time Cecil, aged 16, was an apprentice 
printer. Father Harry died in early 1905, mother 
Kate still lived in Cowbridge in 1911. 

Cecil married Bertha Govier in Cardiff in 1908. 
Bertha’s father, James Govier, was the landlord of 
the Commercial Hotel, Eastgate, at the time of the 
1901 census. 

At the time of the 1911 census, Cecil and Bertha 
were living with their young son Cecil Stanley in 
Walsall, Staffordshire, and Cecil was still in the 
printing trade. 

Cecil joined the l/5th South Staffordshire 
Regiment (a territorial battalion) at Walsall, Staffs. 
He went to France in March 1915 and was killed in 
action, on October 13, 1915, aged 30. He has no 
known grave but his name is inscribed on the Loos 
Memorial. 

Cecil and Bertha had a further child, Richard 
Gordon, who was bom two months before Cecil 
died. Did Cecil even know he had a second son? 

On the same day that Cecil Chard died, another 
Cowbridge man, Rifleman Arthur Stuart Miles, lost 
his life in the same battle. 

Richard Henry Collins 

Richard was born in Keynsham, Somerset in 
1892. He was the third son (one daughter) of John 
and Ann Collins. Father John was a carter in the 
1901 census and a road mender working for Bath 
Council in 1911, when Richard appears to have 
been working as a gardener in Aylesbury. 


Richard married Alice Maud James, whose father 
was a blacksmith at Fonmon at the time of the 1911 
census, in Bridgend in late 1913. 

There is no known direct link with Llanblethian 
or Cowbridge but perhaps, after his marriage to 
Alice, they lived and he worked in the area prior to 
enlistment. 

He enlisted in the Army in Cardiff, probably in 
1915, and was sent to France on Boxing Day, 1915, 
but nothing is known of his military service. He 
died on June 18, 1918, aged 26, his grave is in the 
Antwerp Schoonselhof Communual Cemetery. 

Evan Thomas David 

Evan or Thomas? When very young he seemed 
to known as Evan but later became Tom. He was 
born in mid 1898, the older of two sons (and two 
daughters) of David and Elma David and the family 
lived near The Causie (Causeway) Llanblethian at 
the time of the 1901 census. 

By the time the 1911 census took place they had 
moved a short distance and lived near Kingscombe, 
Llanblethian. When Tom died they were living at 
Factory Road, Llanblethian, again only a short step 
away. 

Tom is listed in Glamorgan Gazette’s Roll of 
Honour on October 23, 1914 (T E David). His 
service record shows he enlisted in the Welsh 
Regiment and was sent to France on 17 February 
1915, but there is no information of his service 
available other than the announcement of his death. 

He is not recorded by the CWGC as he had been 
discharged from the Army before his death at home 
in Llanblethian on April 4, 1917. A report in the 
Glamorgan Gazette (April 13, 1917) refers to the 
burial of Tom David in Llanblethian Church, and 
confirms his age as only 18. 

The dates above strongly suggest that Tom David 
enlisted in mid 1914, when he was only just 15 and 
was sent to war before his 16th birthday. The 
Gazette report describes him as “been through the 

thick of it.home from the Front, suffering from 

shrapnel wounds as well as being gassed.” 

Tom was interred at Llanblethian Church and a 
white cross to his memory is behind the choir stall 
on the south side of the chancel of Llanblethian 
church. 

Bassett James Davies 

Born in Cowbridge in mid 1895, Bassett was the 
only son of Mathias Davies, a decorator, and wife 
Jane Davies, who lived with Bassett’s younger 
sister Elsie at 16 High Street in 1901. 

By 1911 the family had moved to 34 Westgate 
Street, Cowbridge, and Basset and Elsie attended 
the town’s grammar school. Before the war he 
worked at the offices of Evans & Reid, coal 
merchants, Cardiff. 

Bassett enlisted at Cardiff, joining 10th Welch 
(1st Rhondda) Service battalion which was 
assigned to 38th (Welsh) Division. He was 
probably in action near the town of Ypres when he 
received wounds from which he died, only aged 22, 
on August 6, 1917. His grave is at Dozinghem 


Military Cemetery. 

John Robert Collard Dunn and 
Francis William Morgan Dunn. 
(Gallipoli) 

Born early 1885 and mid 1886 respectively. Jack 
and Frank were the second and third of five sons of 
Frederick William and Jennet Dunn of The Cross, 
Llanblethian. 

Frederick Dunn died in 1911 and his wife, Jennett 
in 1915 both, perhaps fortunately, before the death of 
three of their five sons. 

They had moved from Kent in 1884 to live at The 
Cross, just below Llanblethian church. Frederick was 
recorded in both the 1901 and 1911 census returns as 
a mining engineer; he was born in Carmarthen 
whereas Jennet was born in Llantrisant. 

The 1911 census records Jack as a law student and 
Frank as an engineering student. The brothers were 
educated at Cowbridge Grammar School, were keen 
cricketers and, with older brother Fred who survived 
the war, were listed in Glamorgan Gazette’s Roll of 
Honour on October 23, 1914. 

Jack and Frank were both commissioned in the 
l/5th Welch, which formed part of the 53rd (Welsh) 
TF Division. The 5th Welsh embarked on SS 
Huntsgreen for a gruelling voyage to Port Said and 
eventually the British base at Mudros in the Aegean 
sea. 

On the night of August 8/9. 1915, 5th Welsh 
landed at Sulva Bay with no artillery support, 
transport, maps or signalers. 

On the morning of the 10th, the battalion was 
ordered to take Scimitar Hill. An attack on the 
previous day had been repulsed and wounded men, 
British and Turks, still lay on the hillside when shell¬ 
fire during this second attack ignited the ground 
cover and, fanned by strong winds, swept across the 
face of the hill. 

The attack foundered in complete confusion with 
many casualties, including Frank who was killed in 
action on August 10, 1915, aged 30, and Jack, who 
died 10 days later, aged 29. 

The two brothers have no known graves but are 
commemorated on the Helles Memorial at the end of 
the Gallipoli peninsular, as also, is Arthur Wynne 
Jones from Cowbridge 

Hugh Aubrey Fairfield Dunn 

Hugh Aubrey Fairfield Dunn, born in early 1888, 
is listed as Tom Dunn on the Roll of Honour in Holy 
Cross Church. 

He was the fourth of five Dunn brothers and he 
joined the Royal Monmouthshire Royal Engineers 
(RMRE) after the deaths of Jack and Frank. The 
youngest brother Augustus (Guy) - who would 
survive the war - also joined the RMRE. 

Like his brothers, Tom was a keen sportsman; he 
played cricket and hockey and was an excellent 
swimmer. His death by drowning in the River 
Monnow was both tragic and inexplicable. 

On the afternoon of Sunday May 21, 1916, Tom 
Dunn with a fellow officer, David Williams went for 
a bathe in a river pool behind a weir and which was 
about 17 feet deep. They rowed out to the pool in a 
boat, from which they entered the water; David 
Williams going first. 

He swam to the bank saw Tom enter the water 
feet first but, as he rose to the surface, he appeared 
to be in difficulties. David tried to help but failed 
and Tom Dunn died during the 15 minutes it took to 
retrieve him. 

At an inquest the following day it emerged that 
David Williams said he had heard Tom was very 
much subject to cramp. The Coroner, in summing up 
his verdict of “accidentally drowned,“ said that the 
river Monnow was of very ill repute and always 
exceptionally colder than the river Wye. 

Tom Dunn was buried, aged 28, with full military 
honours at Llanblethian churchyard. 


Author’s acknowledgements 

Much of the groundwork for this article was carried out by Jose Rawlins and is included in her book 
The Great War: Memorials in Cowbridge and Llanblethian by Jose Rawlins and published by the 
Cowbridge Record Society and printed by Keith Brown and Sons Ltd in 2008. The publication is 
available via the Cowbridge History Society. 

I must congratulate Jose on her book, it is a very informative publication and I have found it 
extremely informative. 

I consider myself fortunate that records and sources not available to Jose when she carried out her 
research, plus much improved computing power, were available to me at this later date and, probably 
made my task much easier. 

As a couple of names appear on both the Cowbridge and Llanblethian memorials I took the 
approach of combining the two. 

I have also produced the list in straightforward alphabetical order and tended to ignore rank, which 
seems somewhat inappropriate some 100 years on.

As part of that school investment programme 
we have recently completed the Penarth Learning 
Community, built on the St Cyres, Ashgrove, and 
Erw’r Delyn sites. We now have brand new 
facilities at St Cyres secondary school and have 
built a new special educational needs school, 
Ysgol y Deri, which will accommodate pupils 
from three SEN schools in the area. 

This first-class learning facility will also be 
available for use by the community, with modern 
sports facilities including a 3G pitch, 
hydrotherapy pools, physiotherapy suites and 
other specialist areas that can be used by families 
and carers looking after adults and children with 
special needs. There has also been a respite 
centre included as part of the project for SEN 
pupils. 

This £49.5 million development will provide a 
first-class learning environment and is an example 
of what can be achieved with a commitment to 
build schools and community facilities, obtaining 
the maximum value for money through an 
innovative procurement policy. 

The targeted recruitment and training element 
of the contract has given local people training and 
employment and enabled 184 new entrants into 
construction, with 83 apprentices and trainees 
employed on the project, where 90 per cent of the 
construction costs have been reinvested back into 
the local economy. Everyone involved should be 
very proud of their achievements. 

This is another milestone for our Labour-led 
council and we intend to continue, by providing a 
new school in Llantwit Major, as well as looking 
to establish secondary coeducation in Barry. News 
on that should be available in the New Year. 

It’s also good news that the Penarth Leisure 
Centre swimming pool reopened last week after 
refurbishments and repairs were carried out. 

This will be welcomed by the community, who 
have been without a pool since a fire in the 
building last February. 

Staying in Penarth, Redlands House is being 
remodelled using money from Welsh 
Government’s Intermediate Care Fund (ICF). The 
fund aims to link services for older people in

terms of health, social care and housing and the 
scheme will provide accommodation for older 
people, moving away from less suitable ‘bedsit’ 
accommodation to modem apartments that can 
accommodate changing needs. 

Internal improvements to shared areas will 
include a fitness room, an IT suite and a modern 
reception. 

Two rooms have been adapted as ‘reablement’ 
apartments that will allow people to get out of 
hospital quicker and have their own ‘front door’ 
while they recuperate. 

This is part of a package of projects, including 
working with hospital staff to ensure appropriate 
accommodation is available when patients are 
ready to be discharged; adapting older people’s 
homes to allow them to live safely at home and 
creating a one-stop-shop Health and Social Care 
Communications Hub to offer health and social 
care advice. 

I want to confirm that public consultation is 
now open on the proposed library strategy. The 
Vale Council is, like all councils, facing 
significant financial pressure due to cuts in public 
sector funding. 

As previously explained, all services are being 
reviewed and many are likely to be affected. 

In recent years, the library service has seen a 
decline in both visitor numbers and book issues, 


reflecting a national trend. A review with the aim 
of developing a viable library service and 
avoiding library closures, which have been seen in 
neighbouring counties, was carried out and 
although some of the changes proposed are 
significant, they offer the best way of keeping all 
Vale libraries open. 

‘Business as usual’ is simply not an option in 
the current financial climate and we are carrying 
out consultation on the three remaining proposals. 
These are to adopt a phased approach to the 
development of community supported/managed 
libraries in St Athan, Dinas Powys, Sully, Wenvoe 
and Rhoose; and to adjust library opening hours 
and progress work to relocate the library in St 
Athan. 

Public consultation takes place until December 
31 and can be made in writing, online, by phone, 
and in person at drop in sessions. 

A broad range of information will be provided 
to allow respondents to make informed comments 
on the future of the service. 

Finally, I would remind the business 
community that the Welsh Government has 
offered some relief to the challenges of the 
changing retail environment, to contribute to the 
development of sustainable and vibrant town 
centres. 

The relief, which is administered by the council 
(up to £1,000) is targeted towards supporting and 
assisting local retailers with their business Non- 
Domestic Rate net liability. 

Not all businesses qualify, but without an 
application no grant can be agreed. The council 
has allocated over 250 grants to businesses that 
have met the criteria of being occupied, having a 
Rateable Value of £50,000 or less, and whose type 
of use is included in the Welsh Government’s list. 

The council would like to continue to help local 
commerce and would suggest that any businesses 
who think they meet the criteria should complete 
the application form on the council’s website 
under the link to Working /Business Rates/Retail 
Rate Relief 2014/15, where the guidance and 
application form can be found.

LAST weekend 
saw the final Burn 
event of the year 
take place at 
Llandaff Rowing 
Club. 

It was by all accounts 
one of the toughest 
events we’ve run since 
2010, as only 10 teams 
managed to complete 
the full course. All 
teams did, however, 
complete the course 
with various short 
course options. 

Cardiff Burn is a 
more challenging event 
than the Mini Bum 
events, and sees adults 
from across the UK 
gather in Cardiff for an 
event which is unique to 
Wales. 

The event comprises 
a 10km mn, followed 
by a 3km kayak and 
finishing with the 
toughest section of all 
which is a mountain 
bike orienteering phase. 

This phase requires 
teams to find 10 check 
points by bike which 
have been placed in 



strategic places around 
Castle Coch and 
Caerphilly Mountain. 

It is far more than 
just a physical challenge 
because the key is to be 
strategic also. 

If a competitor 
misses a check point on 
the mountain bike 
orienteering phase then 
a time penalty is added 
to their overall race 
time, meaning that the 
competitors need to 
weigh up whether they 
can get to the check 
point in less time that 
the time penalty. 

It was all fun and 
games at the top of our 
Welsh mountains last 
weekend! 

The conditions were 
perfect for the race with 
little wind and no rain 
so the kayaking phase 
on the River Taff was 
pleasant. 

The stretch of water 
at Llandaff Rowing club 
is ideal for kayaking, 
with the outward bound 
journey slightly tougher 
against the flow of the 
river but a nice easy 
paddle homebound. 


The Burn events are 
really growing in 
popularity, especially 
with females, which is 
very rare for adventure 
racing, so I’m hoping 
this will continue in 
years to come. Since it’s 
about more than just 
physical fitness, it’s a 
far more level playing 
field. 

The final results 
were: the male solo 
category was won by 
local boy Alex Boakes 
from Caerphilly; female 
solo by Amanda Elias 
from Neath; mixed pair 
was won by Abigail 
Tiplady and Nat 
Marsden also from 
Caerphilly; male pairs 
by David Wyatt and 
Graham Barney Dean 
from Bristol, who have 
competed in every 
Cardiff Burn event and 
have now found the key 
to success and finally, 
the female pair was won 
by Liz Bullivant and 
Morgan Cadman-Davies 
from Bridgend.

This was a good 
result against a strong team. 


This was followed by the first round 
out of seven in the Barry Club 
Championship.

On 
each board there was a differential of at 
least 500 ranking points between the 
players. There were some short games 
and some which took a lot longer.

From the thrilling 1-0 victory 
against the mighty Real Madrid at 
Ninian Park in 1971, to the heartbreak 
of a last minute 3-2 home defeat in the 
semi-final against FC Hamburg in 
1968, Cardiff’s 24 Cup Winner’s Cup 
games are all recalled by the best 
selling author who interviewed more 
than 70 former players in the writing of 
this comprehensive book. 


Their 29-year European odyssey 
saw the Bluebirds face some of the 
biggest names in continental football -

T HE jumps season 
is hotting up and 
between them, Vale 
trainers Evan Williams 
and Tim Vaughan have a 
number of promising 
horses which are thought 
capable of noteworthy 
improvement. 

Well, that’s according to the 
39 th Timeform Chasers & 
Hurdlers annual which runs to 
over 1,000 pages and contains, 
in alphabetical sequence, an 
individual Timeform 
commentary (with the 
Timeform Rating) for the 
9,185 horses that ran over 


jumps in Britain last season, 
plus the pick of the most 
promising Irish horses that 
were not seen in Britain. 

The wealth of insight 
contained in this ‘bible’ of 
National Hunt racing makes it 
a must for owners, trainers, 
riders and jump racing 
enthusiasts who take their sport 
seriously. 

The three horses from 
Tim Vaughan’s Aberthin yard 
which we are to look out for 
are Fayette County, Lamool 
and Oscar’s Den, while the 
ones to watch from Evan 
Williams’ Llancarfan stables 
are Barrakilla, Buywise, 


Copper Birch, Milo Man and 
Prima Porta. 

Last season, Williams 
finished in 15 th place in the 
trainers’ championship, while 
Vaughan was 21st, just ahead 
of west Wales trainer Rebecca 
Curvis. However, it was 
Pembrokesh ir e’s Peter Bowen 
who was the top trainer in 
Wales, finishing in 13th place.
